BRIAN: A rock star? Never. It never 
dawned on me that I was a rock star. 
It dawned on me that I was a famous 
person early in the career, way back. I 
never ever thought of myself as a rock 
star. 

ALICE: I don’t think they started 
using that term yet, anyhow. 

BRIAN: No they didn’t do that. That 
wasn’t done until probably, I don’t 
know who. What’s an example of a 
really big rock star? Gosh I can’t even 
think right now. My head’s all mushed 
up. 

ALICE: You mean right now? 

BRIAN: Yeah. Right this second, I 
can’t think of who... 

ALICE: Well, you were just mentioning 
Boy George. 

BRIAN: Yeah, Boy George is a rock 
star. Yeah. David Bowie. 

ALICE: Yeah, David Bowie. Sure. 
BRIAN: And maybe Three Dog Night 
were at a certain point in the truth, 
right?

BRIAN: Yeah. Seems like he’s got a 
clamp down, a clamp on his thing. I’m 
glad to see that. I’m real happy to see 
that he’s. . .

BRIAN: There’s two viewpoints on that. 
Some people figure nothing matters and 
other people think it does. I think it 
does. I more or less. . . 


ALICE: I think so too. And people say, 
“Can’t you slow down? Why are you 
always in a hurry? Why do you care so 
much? ’Cause I’m sort of a live-wire, you 
know. But it just seems to be there and 
I don’t know why it is. I thought maybe 
you know something about that and 
why is it so many people are laid back 
and they give up so easily. 


BRIAN: I don’t think that’s true. I think 
you're wrong. I think that there’s a 

lot of. . . oh my gosh, that’s in, how, 
where do you start with something like 
that? Well, I think first of all you have 
to, you have to consider that for every- 
thing you’ve done in your life, some of 
it went to #?$!, of course, right? Some 
of the stuff you did goes to #?$!, but 
you can’t, you gotta start somewhere. I 
I have a song called “What's Wrong With 
Starting Out Now?” Yeah. We left off 
with Frankie Valli. I think to go forward 
frm there, I think you have to consider 
your position. You have to first of all, 
depending on how your position will 
make a lot of difference as to how com- 
fortable you feel about stuff. Like my 
positioning in life doesn’t feel as com- 
fortable as it used to. I don’t know. I 
might, maybe I'll get situated later on, J 
don’t know. I’m not going to guess, I 
can’t second guess God or whoever’s 
pulling the strings in my life, But I 
would imagine that I might sink into 
something. Uh, I can still sing after 
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twenty-one years, you know, of working. 
Worked my throat. I can still make 
music, I can still write melodies, I can 
still play in good rhythm. In fact, I’ve 
improved. I’m even, I’m even better than 
I used to be. And, I had more energy 
when I was twenty-five than I do now. 
But there’s something about what hap- 
pened to my life. The diet and the 
running, right, and the swimming and 
the Nautilus too, that turned me back 
on. It just (snapped fingers) clicked my 
switch, you know? 
ALICE: Well, I do aerobics too. 
BRIAN: I’ve done aerobics a lot of times. 
It’s great! 
ALICE: You ought to come to my club. 
BRIAN: Can you keep up with your 
instructor? 
ALICE: If you were there watching me, 
I could do it... 
BRIAN: You’d make yourself do it? 
ALICE: I, I could because it’s all, I think 
it’s all in my head. I’m in shape. I get 
lazy, that’s all. That’s my problem. 
BRIAN: Well, if that’s what you do. 
ALICE: Yeah, I can keep up with them. 
BRIAN: Yeah. Uh, where were we? 
Okay, let’s see. 
ALICE: The exercise. 
BRIAN: The exercise. Uh, it’s affected 
the way I write songs even. It comes 
down to, I think in terms of reality, 
realistic songs, I don’t write what you 
would call fantasy ideas or I don’t write 
abstract lyrics. I write reality lyrics. 
Lyrics about what I feel, you know? I 
don’t write poetry, a poet, like a poem 
that has just to give you words and how 
it flows and everything. | 
ALICE: I think that's why your songs 
have made such a success because people 
can relate to that. It’s real life. 
BRIAN: You can get a good sound. Do 
you want to ask me some questions 
that you wanted to ask me before you 
came because I know I just took off on 
a tangent. 
ALICE: No, that’s alright. That’s how I 
always want it. I usually don’t come up 
with anything ahead of time. 
BRIAN: Okay. 
ALICE: But I did have one thing I was 
wanting to know, we’re trying to get 
some volunteers together and make a list 
of radio stations and all this stuff, small 
town radio stations, rather than big city 
ones, for promotional purposes and I 
don’t know whether that’s your depart-

ment or not, but we re going to wonder 
exactly what we're going to do because 
we can’t just sit back and do nothing. 
BRIAN: Is there anything specific? 
ALICE: Yeah. Cause I was asking people 
if you want to do something, if you want 
to do some footwork, spend some time, 
let me know. I’ve got a list of about 
ninety people. 
BRIAN: What? 
ALICE: For promotion. If they want to 
do something when the album is released, 
when a single is released, something to 
get it played on the radio and so forth. 
BRIAN: Yeah. You got it with you? 
ALICE: No. You mean the list of people? 
Oh no, I don’t have that with me. 
BRIAN: You can take care of that 
through Tom Hulett’s office, right? 
ALICE: Yeah, but uh, I just wanted to 
know whether there’s anything in partic- 
ular that I should tell people they should 
do. 
BRIAN: Uh... well. . . (laughter) 
ALICE: That’s probably not your 
department. 
BRIAN: Laughter) Let’s see, um... 
Let’s see, um. . . (Silence) Did you, you 
didn’t bring any questions? A list, right? 
ALICE: No. No, I didn’t. 
BRIAN: How did you figure it would 
come off?

BRIAN: No. It just has the one office, 
but it’s fantastic. It really is. It’s really a 
great organization. 

ALICE: They’d probably be able to re- 
commend people in other areas of the 
country. 

BRIAN: Yeah. 

ALICE: So, just what do they do for 
people? I’m trying to maybe get sort of 
a little plug for it. 

BRIAN: Well, it’s a rechanneling. They 
rechannel your emotions. It brings you 
back into a perspective in life. Pm not 
too sure what the whole, I’m not an 
expert on that kind of stuff, so I don’t 
know, but it’s pretty good. I know Dr. 
Landy, he’s the best doctor I’ve ever 
met in my life, they don’t fool around. 
I mean he doesn’t fool around with 
anything. He just really does the job. He 
does, he’s really an expert, is what it 
comes down to. He’s an expert genius at 
psychology. He knows exactly what to 
tell somebody when they’re in trouble. 
He knows what to put you through 

to learn something.

Is there any particular way to express 
the goal? 


` BRIAN: Right. He shows you methods 


and ways to deal with each day. 

Each day as it comes. Each new day. He 
shows, he teaches you when you're 
afraid to take an action. When you feel 
scared and afraid, why is this, why am I 
afraid? Why should I be afraid. He says 
that is the time when the best thing you 
can do is take an action. Get a little up- 
set or mad and take a run. Either exer- 
cise or do something that’s definite 
doing. Work, you know? And channel 

it that way. He teaches, takes a while to 
learn, too ’cause when I’m afraid, I don’t 
want to do nothing but brood. 

ALICE: Yeah. 
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BRIAN: Just sit there and sulk, you 
know? 
ALICE: So you find yourself in a posi- 
tion that scares you and all you have to 
do is do something. 
BRIAN: Yeah and then he, then it al- 
ways turns back to that, take an action. 
ALICE: Uh huh. 
BRIAN: And he just, he is a genius and 
is fantastic at his work. ‘Cause the guy 
knows he is a wizard, you know, at his 
business and at a few other things besides 
just that, too. The guy is a many faceted 
man. 
ALICE: So, what else? For example, 
what other facets? 
BRIAN: Well, he knows how to execu- 
tive produce records. Be a record execu- 
tive producer. He’s The Beach Boys’ 
executive record producer. 
ALICE: Oh really? 
BRIAN: Yeah. Dr. Landy, Gene Landy 
is our executive producer. 
ALICE: Wow! I didn’t know that! 
BRIAN: He put what we’ve done so far 
together. 
GREG: I just got off the phone with 
him and he wants us to stop here. He 
says to tell Alice to wrap up. 
ALICE: Okay. 
GREG: Do you have a last final question 
or something that you’re dying to know? 
To get out? 
ALICE: Well. . . what uh, maybe you 
could name some of the numbers that 
are going to be on the next album or is 
it too soon?
